Three labor reps. nominated by labor 
organizations; three business reps.nominated 
by business. The Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, the director of the State Board for 
Community and Technical Colleges, and the 
commissioner of Employment Security serve as 
ex officio members. The chair of the board shall 
be a nonvoting member selected by the board 
and serves at the Governor's pleasure.  
Geographic, ethnic and gender diversity and 
balance shall be ensured, as well as 
appointment of persons with disabilities.
